Have you ever wondered why 
people actually donate blood? Donating blood helps save lives. A three-day supply is the 
optimum amount of blood needed at a time. Patients need blood every day of the year. 
Type-0 negative blood is the universal blood type, it can go to anyone. The process of 
donating blood takes about an hour in total but the actual collection process only takes 
roughly ten minutes. Roughly one pint of blood is taken each time. You can donate blood 
once every 56 days. The minimum age to donate blood is 1 6 with parental consent. So 
next time there’ s a blood drive, think about it!
